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Winter Farm Show Retains Interest 


Breeders Divide Honors 
With 4-H Club Members

OR the first time 4-H club 
members. won junior cham- 
pionship for females and two 

first prizes at the Pennsylvania 
Farm Show held at Harrisburg, 
January 20-24. Club entries in the 
past have been criticized for lack of 
good type, but this was not true 
this year. Other classes could have 
been criticized but it was not en- 
tirely the fault of the Pennsylvania 
breeders. Out of nearly 200 re- 
quests for barn space only ninety- 
seven head were accepted for the 
show. There is a ruling that those 
requesting space are taken care of 
in the order of their filing, which 
makes it impossible for many good 
herds to be represented. This is a 
great handicap for the best interests 
of breeders*of{dairy cattle. 

It is the consensus of opinion 
that if the Farm Products Show is to 
continue and grow the barn space 
must be enlarged. All are agreed 
that it is not fair to the breeders 
or to the breed associations to be so 
limited in their showing. The 
drawing power of such a show de- 
pends upon the exhibits and unless 
more breeders are allowed entrance 
the show will lose much of its at- 
tractiveness. 

Honors were well divided, with 
the senior and grand championship 
for bulls awarded to Charles L. 
Brenneman of Volant, on Corium 
Proud Lane’s Laird 185483. Bolton 
Farm, owned by E. B. Morris of 
Bristol, was awarded the senior and 
grand champion female prize on 
Raider’s Leda of Bolton 291909. 
Norma’s Valor 222298, exhibited by 
A. P. Irwin of Chadd’s Ford Junc- 
tion, was junior champion bull and 
Maid’s Eileen of Wolf Creek 419225, 
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Maid’s Eileen of Wolf Creek 419225, junior champion 
female and first prize 4-H junior yearling female, exhibited 


by Blanche Shook, Sligo, Pennsylvania. 


Beauty’s Charm of Wolf Creek 429930, first prize 4-H 
heifer and first in the open class, owned by Henry Cyphert, 


Sligo, Pennsylvania. 


Meadow Brook’s Alva 391749, grand champion 4-H 
calf, exhibited by Kenneth Shook, Sligo, Pennsylvania. 


owned by Blanche Shook, a calf club 
girl of Sligo, was junior champion 
female. 

Blue Ribbons were divided be- 
tween Bolton Farm and A. P. Irwin, 
with the former receiving seven 
firsts and the latter four. E. Baker 
Pyle of Phoenixville won two firsts 
with Charles L. Brenneman and the 
two club members, Blanche Shook 
and Henry Cyphert, winning one 
each. 

There was considerable excite- 
ment shown in four of the classes, 
when thirteen of the 4-H club mem- 
bers showed their entries. These 
club members won two firsts, two 
seconds, one fourth and one fifth 
prize. 

Much credit should be given to 
the Club members and their leaders. 
It is through the splendid efforts of 
the state club leader, Joe Nageotte, 
and his county assistants, Frank 
Miller of Clarion County, James 
Winslow of Jefferson County and 
E. P. Fowler of Berks, that such 
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an excellent showing was made. 
Twenty-three club entries were 
made with more than half of them 
appearing in the open classes. 

One of the factors influencing the 
showing of calf club heifers has been 
the difficulity of securing animals of 
good type and quality. This last 
year, through the kindness of Mrs. 
Emma Guffey Miller of Wolf Creek 
Farm, Slippery Rock, three splen- 
did animals were obtained at a most 
reasonable price. As a result, two 
of these, sired by Beechwood Reli- 
ance 198300, secured first prizes and 
one the junior championship. 

The show proved to Be a breed- 
er’s event. In the awarding of 
breeder’s rosettes there were only a 
few exceptions where they were not 
given to the first, second and third 
placings. For the first time in 
many years the calf class was an 
exception as the two entries winning 
first and second places were club 
heifers and breeder’s awards went 
to third, fourth and fifth placings. 


This was also true in the junior 
yearling class where the first prize 
was awarded to a club heifer that 
afterwards became the junior cham- 
pion. 

One of the unusual and excellent 
classes in the show was the aged 
cow class where the first five ani- 
mals were bred by exhibitors. This 
class was won by Raider’s Leda of 
Bolton 291909, exhibited by E. B. 
Morris, with: Whiteface’s Leader’s 
Agnes 335832, exhibited by A. P. 
Irwin, making a close second, and 
Broadwater Mercedes 282358, ex- 
hibited by Frank B. Foster, placing 
third. 

The largest class was that of 
female calves, with twenty entries, 
where an outstanding animal, Beau- 
ty’s Charm of Wolf Creek 429930, 
exhibited by Henry Cyphert, placed 
first, and Port’s Princess Pat 428903, 
exhibited by Fred S. Port, placed a 
close second. The first was a 4-H 
Club heifer of excellent type. Won- 
der’s Foremost Agatha 419974, 
owned by A. P. Irwin, was awarded 
the first breeder’s ribbon and third 
place. 

The two-year-old class was an- 

other good one and was led by 
Raider’s Lilac of Bolton 370989, 
exhibited by E. B. Morris, with 
Meadow Brook’s Alva 391749, 
owned by Kenneth E. Shook, plac- 
ing second. The latter animal was 
made grand champion animal in the 
A-H Club Division. 
The ten entries in the three year 
and under four year old class were 
of good quality and here again were 
headed by a Bolton Farm entry, 
Trixie’s Natie of Bolton 344262, 
followed very closely by Port’s 
Bonnie Lassie 357314, exhibited by 
Fred S. Port. 

One of the features of the show

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HE Minnesota Guernsey Breed- 
ers Association held a profita- 
ble and interesting annual 

meeting at the University Farm on 
January 9. Forty breeders attend- 
ed the noon luncheon and about 
seventy-five breeders were present 
at the annual meeting, which con- 
vened at 1:30 p. m. 

There were several speakers dur- 
ing the afternoon session, chief 
among them being L. B. Stevens of 
Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, president 
of the Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders 
Association. Mr. Stevens told the 
breeders how Wisconsin managed 
its association and gave some very 
good ideas on how to conduct affairs 
so as to have a more effective and 
telling organization. 

H. R. Searles of University Farm 
gave a forceful talk on “‘Some of the 
Things that Our Association Can 
Do to Become a Dynamic, Strong 
Body in the State of Minnesota.” 
He suggested that the organization 
adopt a definite program of work 
for the year and really put it over. 
He strongly stressed the need of 
testing as one of the big objectives 
on the program and also partici- 
pation in 4-H Club work in the 
state. At the conclusion of his talk, 
Mr. Searles presented a pamphlet 
on various forms of testing to be 
given those really interested in this 
important work. Fourteen of the 
breeders present indicated their 
interest in and desire to start test- 
ing in the near future. 

L. V. Wilson of Boulder Bridge 
Farm emphasized the importance 
of Guernsey breeders keeping in 
close touch with the Mother organi- 
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Minnesota 


zation, through attending the na- 
tional meetings in Chicago and be- 
coming members of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. 

C. B. Finley, field representative, 
spoke of the increased Guernsey 
business during the past year and 
again emphasized the great need of 
testing in Minnesota, keeping 
Guernsey registrations up to date, 
and subscribing to the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal. 

G. R. Melin, sales manager for 
the Minnesota organization, was 
asked to give a report of Guernsey 
sales for the year. Through his 
direct service to buyers, Minnesota 
has sold to other states more than 
500 pure bred and grade Guernseys 
in the past year. Indirectly from 
the sale manager’s office, through 
correspondence with people who 
have Guernseys to sell and those 
who desire to buy, about 200 more 
have been sold. The commissions 
from these cattle have enabled the 
association to carry small monthly 
advertisements in both Hoard’s 
Dairyman and the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal during the year, with 
enough left over to continue the 
advertising in these papers all 
through 1936. It was decided by 
the breeders that this advertising 
should be continued as a number 
of buyers of Guernsey cattle are 
reached through this medium. 

The matter of holding a quality 
Guernsey sale sometime in May 
was discussed. Twenty of the fore- 
most Guernsey breeders in Minne- 
sota expressed their interest and 
willingness to cooperate fully: A 
committee, composed of the follow- 
ing breeders, was appointed to assist 
Mr. Melin in making arrangements 
and selecting cattle for the sale:

The Carlton County Association 
extended an invitation to the state 
association to hold the summer field 
day in that county.

Annual Report 


HE year’s activities, reported by 
William M. Nulton, Jr., indi- 
cated marked progress in all lines. 
Of outstanding moment is the fact 
that the milk sales of the New 
Jersey Guernsey Breeders Associa- 
tion, Inc., reached a new high of 
3,150,615 quarts in 1935 in compari- 
son with 2,363,645 quarts for 1934. 
This is an increase of twenty-four 
per cent for the year and easily puts 
the state among the high ten states 
having the best index for marketing 
the breed product. A _ total of 
sixty-five distributors cooperated in 
the sale of ‘‘GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
milk during the year. The number 
of producers was thirty-three. Mr. 


Nulton remarked that milk sales 
have influenced the sale of pure 
bred stock as reflected in cattle 
commissions, particularly from the 
sale of females. The following com- 
parison of Herd Register data from 
his report for the last two years 
should create a sense of optimism 
in the hearts of all friends of Guern- 
seys everywhere, and particularly 
in New Jersey:

In 1935 a total of 180 cows were 
tested in the Advanced Register. 
This is thirty-three more than the 
previous year. Other major accomp- 
lishments included: Bulls scored 
fourteen, breeding programs twenty- 
one, assistance and cooperation with 
300 calf club members, pedigrees sup- 
plied to forty-two calf club mem- 
bers, through The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club, dairy inspections 
402, milk samples tested 507, co- 
operation with Experiment Station 
on color work, farm visits 531, meet- 
ings and conferences attended sixty- 
seven, letters written 1,970, miles 
traveled 28,609, news items sent out 
501, and work in superintending the 
Guernsey show at Far Hills. 

All in attendance took pleasure 
in noting by a study of the colored 
map exhibit that in addition to milk 
marketing the state also ranked 
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among the first in sales, subscrip- 
tions to the Guernsey Breeders’ 


Journal, membership, advertising 
and testing. 


Milk Committee Report 


ERBERT T. BORDEN, chairman 

of the milk committee, gave a 
report of the headway made in milk 
marketing. He cited the gains 
made in twelve months, lauded the 
cooperation of dealers and producers 
and The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, and spoke in high terms of 
the aggressive work of field secre- 
tary Nulton in promoting the sell- 
ing program. 


Show Committee Report 


ELLIOTT HALL, chairman of the 
* show committee, gave a report 
in his inimitable, vigorous and re- 
freshing manner. He was able to 
state that the total disbursements 
for the year were $1,473.70 and re- 
ceipts $1,998.72, with a resulting 
balance of $511.50. Mr. Hall re- 
ferred to this amount as a cash 
dividend of twenty per cent, which 
will be paid to the contributors. The 
Far Hills and Trenton shows were 
considered eminently worth while 
by the committee and were even 
declared by the show chairman to be 
pace setters to many of the other 
great shows of the country. 
President Leeds paid high tribute 
to Mr. Hall and his superintendent, 
Arthur B. Klussendorf, for their 
triumphs at the leading shows of 
1935 and particularly for the unde- 
feated record of the great Mary 
Lilian 246843 that went through 
the season without losing a grand 
championship at the five big events 
where she appeared. Since 1930 
she has won nineteen first prizes 
and sixteen senior and grand cham- 
pionships in major competition. 


Production Awards 


R* ALLEN supervised the award- 
ing of certificates, the first of 
which went to the three new Merito- 
rious Production Sires. The 1935 
qualifying sires were Old Contempti- 
ble 59639, owner, Albert H. Forsythe, 
score 115.5 on his twelve tested 
daughters; Bickleigh Chieftain VII. 
140783, owner, John F. Talmage, 
score 113.6 on twelve tested daugh- 
ters; and Gayhead’s Ultra Knight 
142802, owner, Roy C. Patrick, 
Score 101 on his six tested daugh- 
ters. The sires qualified because 
the average production of their first 
sixor more testeddaughters equalled 
or excelled the average production of 
the breed in the classes in which 
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they were tested. Several of the 
ten sires that won the award last 
year improved their previous scores 
through the records of additional 
daughters. Their new ratings now 
appear on seals which will be at- 


tached by the owners to last year’s 
awards.

OENA OF THE RIDGE 215664, 
R a nine year old cow owned by 
Fred C. Gleason of Sodus, 
Michigan, has completed a record 
in class AHI of 14717.5 pounds of 
milk and 851.7 pounds of butter fat. 
This cow has been taken care of 
during the year just as any farmer- 
breeder would ordinarily handle his 
cows—such as being turned out to 
pasture with the other cows, milked 
with the rest of the herd, and given 
no special care of any kind. When 
this great cow finished her record 
she was still producing around thirty 
pounds of milk a day containing 
approximately two pounds of but- 
ter fat. 

Roena’s feed cost for the year in 
the testing association was $124.95, 
while the income from her product, 
sold as whole milk for distribution 
by the Cooperative Milk Company 
of Benton Harbor, of which com- 
pany Mr. Gleason is president, was 
$322.88. Seventy per cent of the milk 
sold in St. Joseph and Benton Har- 
bor is distributed by this company. 

The most outstanding fact re- 
garding ‘“‘Roena”’ is that her dam 
was a line bred cow of Mr. Gleason’s 
own herd. Her dam, _ Susie’s 
Spot of the Ridge 163498, was a 
double granddaughter of Lucille 
of the Ridge 36580. ‘‘Roena’’ was 
sired by Royal’s Prince of Maple 
Hill 60548. This bull was unques- 
tionably one of the greatest breed- 
ing bulls ever used in Michigan. 
His daughters are noted for their 
large size, great dairy character, 
and producing ability. This bull

comes from the old Fruit Brothers 
Farm at Waukesha, Wisconsin. 

That “‘Roena”’ is a breeding cow is 
shown by her two daughters— 
Viola of the Ridge 290984, that is 
six years old, and Bettie of Tamar- 
ack Ridge 391899, a two-year-old. 
“Viola” is a cow that will consist- 
ently milk around forty pounds or 
better a day. ‘Bettie’ is also a 
heavy producer. ‘Viola’ has one 
daughter, Trixy of Tamarack Ridge 
349954. She in turn, has a daugh- 
ter, Dill of Tamarack Ridge 391900, 
that is two years old. 

Mr. Gleason has never kept a 
large herd but has, for many years, 
culled very closely and has care- 
fully selected his bulls. The blood 
of this herd has been one of the 
very potent factors in the Berrien 


community and in Michigan. Mr. 
Gleason is a firm believer in line 
breeding; and the animals in his 
herd trace, in the main, to one great 
family. 

This new record just completed 
by ‘“‘Roena”’ recalls the history of 
Mr. Gleason’s foundation. He reg- 
istered his first animal, Lucile of the 
Ridge 36580, on May 22, 1911. She 
was a daughter of Abbie of River- 
side 25280. His experience in 
founding a Guernsey herd can best 
be told in his own words as they 
appeared in the Journal of Novem- 
ber, 1915. ‘‘My experience in dai- 
rying is very limited. The first 
ten years of my farming I kept six 
common cows. I built a silo and 
made some other preparations which 
cost nearly $400. I failed to see

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where I was going to get pay for 
my work and interest on the money 
invested with the grade cows. So 
I went over to Watervliet to Will 
Fisher of whom I bought the regis- 
tered Guernsey heifer, Abbie of 
Riverside 25280, for the sum of $200, 
which was the best investment I 
ever made. She and her offspring 
now number eight females, all of 
which I now own, and five males. 
I have sold all the males except one 
which was born August 19. I sold 
a grandson of ‘Abbie’ to Robert 
A. Holmes of Grand Rapids. con- 
sideration $115. Abbie of Riverside 
25280 and her two daughters, 
Lucile of the Ridge 36580 and 
Trixy of the Ridge 42583, and 
one granddaughter, Susie of the 
Ridge 43719, are now under test 
being under the supervision of the 
Michigan Agricultural College.” 


‘‘Abbie’’ completed a record of 
14201.1 pounds of milk and 816.2 
pounds of butter fat. At the time 
of this record her picture appeared 
on the cover of the Journal and in 
the September 1, 1916, issue of the 
Journal a write-up was given of the 
herd. ‘‘Tamarack Ridge is pri- 
marily a fruit farm, and the cow 
business, therefore, takes a_ sec- 
ondary place in the farm scheme. 
Often it is only after a full ten hour 


day in the field that the cows can be’ 
eared for, and as the dairy herd is’ 


not large enough to warrant the 
keeping of a herdsman, Mr. Gleason 
has to depend on his own efforts, 
aided in case of his absence by those 
of a general farm hand for results. 

“No set rules of feeding are em- 
ployed, but there are one or two 
guiding principles which Mr. Glea- 
son uses to safeguard his work. In 
a general way, one pound of grain 
is fed for each three pounds of five 
and one-half per cent milk, and what 
is more important, both ends of the

cow are watched very closely. In 
case the manger is not licked out 
clean, or the droppings are not 
right, the grain is reduced at once. 
In case Mr. Gleason is forced to be 
absent for more than one milking, 
the grain ration is also reduced— 
approximately by one-third. 

“By observing rigidly the pre- 
cautions, no serious results occur, 
and the experience with Advanced 
Register testing has been most en- 
couraging. 

“Regarding Abbie’s record, it 
may be said that the calf was 
dropped on April 28, just twenty- 
eight days after the completion of 
the record. Most of the time, when 
producing less than fifty pounds of 
milk per day, she was milked but 
twice daily, and in summer ran in 
the pasture with four other cows. 
When giving less than forty pounds 
of milk daily she stood in a wooden 


stanchion between two other cows. 
Like all large producers, she is a 
good feeder. Mr. Gleason says 
that she is invariably eating when 
the other cows are lying in the shade, 
and when fed in the barn she eats 
up her own portion quickly and then 
gets down on her knees and steals 
the feed from the cows on both 
sides. 

“Abbie of Riverside 25280 was 
sired by Roslyn of Riverside 11217 
and out of Charmion of Riverside 
10762. James Forsythe, Owego, 
New York, is recorded as the breed- 
er. Dropped March 14, 1908, she 
gave birth to her first registered 
calf on May 22,1911. This was the 
heifer, Lucile of the Ridge 36580, 
sired by Robert Bloomingdale of 
Watervliet 10867. At four years 
of age she was placed on test 
and finished a record of 8216.4

For some time the membership 
of the English Guernsey Cattle 
Society has hovered around the 
1,000 mark without reaching that 
figure, thus it gives me great pleas- 
ure to announce that four figures 
have now been attained and the 
Society can boast of 1,000 members 
enrolled on its books at Twelve 
Hanover Square, London. 

That well-known breeder and 
most successful exhibitor, Walter 
Dunkels, of Windsor Forest has 
been elected President-elect, and 
there is no doubt under his experi- 
enced rule the Society will continue 
its progress. 

Financially, the Society is in a 
very strong position and this being 
the case the Council has been able 
to reduce the entry fees for the 
registration of heifer calves born 
this year to seven shillings, six pence.

Record Yieldsand a Few Averages 


é continue the doings of Bladen 
Gay Lass 2nd 38929 we have just 
learned that she has, in 365 days, 
produced 16365 pounds of milk, a 
record that easily beats all previous 
milk weight records in Great Brit- 
ain by a first calf Guernsey. A 
letter received by the Society on 
yields of first-calf Guernseys, and 
written by Messrs. R. Silcock and 
Sons of Liverpool, says: 

“Lord Swaythling’s animal has 
made a wonderful performance, and 
it speaks very highly for the rapid 
progress which the breed is making.”’ 

Herd averages are always of inter- 
est as showing the progress of the 
breed. The following may be of 
interest to readers: G. F. Dee Shap- 
land of Claverham, Bristol, had an 
average of 10927.5 pounds of milk 
from his full time cows, and this is 
the second occasion in three years 
that this herd has averaged over 
1,000 gallons. 

G. R. Cobb of Nether Lyppiat, 
Stroud, Glos, on September 30 had 
an average of 8,252 gallons with 
4.92 per cent butter fat, while the 
ten full time cows in the herd of 
G. M. Gaythorne-Hardy of Don- 
nington Priory, Newbury, Berks, 
averaged 10927.5 pounds. 

Captain G. H. Johnstone of Tre- 
withen, Grampound Road, Corn- 
wall, had an average of 10063 
pounds for nine cows. 

Sales during 1935 were excellent 
in the prices they obtained, and we 
give a list of the chief of them.

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Editorial Comment . 


Advertising has but one ultimate 

Selling aim—to sell that which is advertised. 

By Advertising A comparison over a period of years 

with general magazine advertising 

shows that the trend of Journal advertising follows 
closely that in general use. 

In the January 9 issue of Printers’ Ink, Cy Norton, 
manager of Sales Promotion for the Strathmore Paper 
Company, says: “‘ There is one thing sure about 1936— 
it is going to be a selling year. And the rewards of 
sales and profits will go to those individuals or com- 
panies that do the most adequate and intelligent job 
of selling. 

“To start with, there will be more business available 
in 1936 than in 1935. Who'll get this added business? 
Other things being equal, the organizations doing the 
best selling, either through salesmen, in advertising or 
in other ways. 

““The best selling always wins more than its share of 
business: And the better spirit permeating American 
business today is a sound foundation for future pro- 
gress. There’s a spirit of restlessness, of optimism, of 
hope and confidence that is expressing itself in action. 
And this spirit offers opportunities to everyone with 
things to sell. 

“‘Price is still a factor in selling, but of diminishing 
importance.” 

This prophecy, made a few weeks ago, has come 
true with Guernseys. Advertising in the Journal is 
bringing results. In the January 15 Journal, Samuel 
H. Tendler of Cinchona Farm, Chestnut Hill, Pennsyl- 
vania, advertised a bull for sale. It was a proved sire. 
Mr. Tendler writes: ‘‘ This advertisement pulled four- 
teen inquiries from nine states. I sold the bull on 
January 31 to a Connecticut breeder. The bull was 
owned by Miss Caroline Archer, Flying Hill Farm, 
Reading, Pennsylvania. She asked me how to sell the 
bull and I said ‘advertise in the Journal’.”’ 

Group advertising is also bringing results. E. C. 
Welch, secretary of the Northern Illinois Guernsey 
Breeders Association, recently reported at their annual 
meeting that the half page advertisement used in every 
other issue of the Journal and carried cooperatively by 
the members of his Association has proved worth while. 
The advertisement costs the members about $1.95 per 
farm per month. Mr. Welch reported an average 
response definitely traceable to these advertisements 
of six to eight inquiries per month. 

The time to advertise is like the time to prune a tree— 
that is, when you have a sharp knife. However, a good 
pruner always carries his knife sharpened. The best 
results obtainable in advertising come from continu- 
ously having the herd before the public. The amount 
of advertising used in any one issue of a magazine should 
be determined by the size and importance of the herd. 

Sales of Guernseys seem to divide themselves into 
two peaks during the year. In studying the records 
from 1929 to date, the greatest number of sales are 
shown to be during the months of April, May and June, 
with another high peak during the months of October, 
November and December. This would indicate that 
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advertising should be stressed during the months prior 


to these two sale periods so that inquiries may be re- 


ceived and answered with plenty of time for sales. 


While advertising has as it’s aim the selling of an 
animal, it is necessary to create an interest and desire 
in the buyer before that sale is made. At this point 
continuous advertising brings the best results. Through 
a regular series of advertisements it is possible to ac- 
quaint future buyers with a herd and develop a national 
reputation for the animals bred on the farm. With the 
building of a national reputation selling becomes almost 
secondary. 


Many breeders are beginning to agree with Mr. 
Norton, Sam Tendler and Mr. Welch, that 1936 is 
going to be a selling year. In nearly every mail there 
is an inquiry regarding the cost of advertising in the 
Journal. We wish to welcome as new contract ad- 
vertisers, the breeders of the following good herds who

Two more states, Iowa and Mon- 
tana, on December 1 were officially 
placed in the so-called modified 
accredited area by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. This indicates the 
states are practically free of bovine tuberculosis. There 
are now thirty-three states that have attained this dis- 
tinction, indicating that tuberculosis among cattle 
has been reduced to less than 0.5 per cent of the cat- 
tle within these areas. 


Although the infection was not heavy in the counties 
in Iowa that have been ‘‘modified”’ in recent months, 
the work marks the close of an eventful campaign to 
overcome this livestock malady. At the beginning of 
the eradication work several of the counties in the state 
had considerable infection and it was only by con- 
tinuous retesting that the malady was gradually re- 
duced to the required minimum. The state not only 
wins the distinction of practically eradicating this seri- 
ous livestock malady, but has also overcome unfavor- 
able public opinion in certain areas where, because of 
misguided opposition, court action and armed forces 
were necessary before testing could be carried on 
successfully. 


In Montana the degree of infection was generally low 
and some of the communities, especially in dairy areas, 
took up the work early in the eradication campaign. 
The principal problem involved in Montana was the 
testing of large numbers of range cattle which were 
unaccustomed to handling.

Nook Farm; Dr. T. W. Brophy, 
Fox Lake Stock Farm, Fox Lake, 
Illinois, and C. H. Besly, Besly 
Farm, Edison Park, Illinois. 
Professor Moore addressed the 
meeting on “‘Alfalfa.”” He said 
in part: Dairy cattle have been the 
mortgage lifters of Wisconsin. One 
of the needs of the dairyman of 
Wisconsin is a feed they can grow 
on their farms to take the place of 
the concentrated feed they have to 
buy. Alfalfa has a great mission 
in filling this need. Good seed is 
one of the essentials in raising 
alfalfa. Alfalfa seed is expensive 
and before buying a sample should 
be tested.. At the experiment sta- 
tion samples have been tested as 
low as twenty per cent. Rolling 
ground, not too heavy, is the best 
suited to alfalfa. In Waukesha 
County, where gravel beds underlie 
the clay, conditions are admirable. 
Alfalfa at Clover Nook is fine, 
although we do not expect it to do 
so well on the heavy clay strip that 
extends along the west shore of the 
lake. It pays to put twice as much 
work in preparing the ground for 
alfalfa as for any ordinary crop, 
because it grows better. An alfalfa 
field lasts four to fifteen years. A 
good way is to fall plow the land, 
disc both ways in the spring and 
roll if the soil is light. If the land 
is weedy a nurse crop helps by keep- 
ing the weeds down till the alfalfa 
gets a start. One bushel of barley 
per acre is about right for a nurse 
crop. It can be put in with a grain 
drill with grass seeder attachment. 
Alfalfa can be cut three and some-

Missouri Holds 7th Annual Meeting 


HE seventh annual meeting of 
a the Missouri Guernsey Breed- 

ers Association was held on 
October 17, 1935, at 3:30 p. m. in the 
Dairy Building, Columbia. In the 
absence of Dr. J.V. Nevitt, secretary- 
treasurer, Professor A. C. Ragsdale 
acted as secretary. The Secre- 
tary’s report showed fifty paid-up 
memberships for the year, which 
represented an increase of forty- 
seven over the year 1934. Most of 
the money collected during the 
year was spent in financing the six 
regional meetings and in purchas- 
ing stationery for the Association. 
During the year letters went to 400 
breeders in Missouri who are re- 
ported to be interested in Guern- 
seys. 

H. A. Herman, president, dis- 
cussed the activities of the Associa- 
tion, calling particular attention 
to the organization of local Guern- 
sey clubs in Missouri. Eight such 
local organizations are now in ex- 
istence in the state. In addition 
to the regional meetings held at 
Palmyra, Marshall, Harrisonville, 
Carthage, Springfield and Charles- 
ton, Guernsey breeders at Bourbon, 
Billings and Harrisonville held pic- 
nics, field days or Guernsey shows. 

R. L. Holden, field representative 
of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, discussed Guernsey activities 
in general and the possibilities for 
Guernsey development in Missouri, 
calling attention to the fact that 
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regional meetings are excellent in 
getting people together, but that 
organized testing for production, 
sire exchanges, shows and a good 
strong program in each locality are 
much needed. 

Professor Ragsdale made a few 
brief statements calling attention 
to the fact that no group of breeders 
or dairy farmers could be success- 
fully organized unless they were 
interested in promoting some worth 
while activity such as Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association testing, 
bull association work, calf club 
projects, or community dairy ‘de- 
velopment. These remarks were 
well directed and practically all 
members present agreed that the 
1936 program of the Missouri 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association 
should be drawn up with the idea 
of stressing those activities in a 
community which brought about 
approved dairy practices. 

The program for 1936 has for its 
objectives: 

1. Attempt to get twenty-five 
Guernsey herds on test within the 
next year, using either the Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association, 
Guernsey Herd Improvement, 
Triple Letter herd test, or Advanced 
Register test. 

2. Sponsor organization of as 
many bull associations or sire ex- 
change rings as possible. 

3. Organize three to five Guern- 
sey calf clubs (Marshall, Palmyra, 


and Carthage were suggested as 
possibilities). 

4. Sponsor one or two regional 
or district shows if conditions are 
suitable. 


5. Set up of a definite program 
for each local Guernsey organiza- 
tion in Missouri. 


R. D. Penneywell, director from 
Palmyra, stated that the breeders 
in that locality hoped to have a 
parish show next year and raised the 
question as to whether or not the 
Guernsey and Jersey breeders 
should combine their efforts. Mr. 
Holden cited experiences where this 
practice had detracted considera- 
bly from worth while accomplish- 
ments. After some discussion, all 
present were inclined to agree that 
if at all possible breeds should be 
kept separate so far as local shows 
were concerned.

Speaking Program 


TS by two ex-4-H club mem- 
bers constituted a feature of 
the meeting. Austin Risse of 
Branchville and Alvin Smith of 
Allentown told how they had built 
herds with pure bred club stock. 
The first animal that Austin se- 
cured when he was twelve years of 
age proved a disappointment. So 
did her offspring. Following the 
purchase of better breeding, he 
went on to great achievements both 
in showing and in record making. 
The sire, which he now has at the 
head of his herd, was grand cham- 
pion at Trenton and other impor- 
tant Club events. The all around 
training for rural life which junior 
Guernsey club work provides was 
stressed by Austin as being of 
transcendent importance. Alvin 
modestly recounted his experience 
in establishing a herd of twelve 
profitable registered Guernseys from 
a foundation heifer and a bull, both 
purchased by money borrowed from 
the Junior Breeders’ Fund, Inc. 
From these two he got five heifer 
calves in succession. Particularly 
noteworthy was the fact that the 
daughters, all by a certain sire, 
were uniformly better producers 
than their dam. 

Dr. J. W. Bartlett and H. H. 
Tucker outlined color work which 
the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion is now conducting in coopera- 
tion with The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. Dr. Bartlett an- 
nounced that a genetical study of 
the transmission of color by differ- 
ent cows and families is a definite 
part of the color project. Mr. 
Tucker reported that color readings 
were being made regularly on all 
Guernsey samples by both the 
Wood and Pfund Colorimeters and 
that in each of these tests the four 
cells of varying thickness were 
used. In addition the 3.5 m.m. 
cell is being used in a lower position. 
These various readings should aid 
in determining changes needed in 
the Pfund instrument to effectuate 
satisfactory color analyses. 


The status of the testing program 
for disease control in New Jersey 
was explained by Dr. J. H. MeNeil, 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 
He spoke in deprecation of the in- 
sufficient indemnities paid for cat- 
tle reacting to the tests for Bang’s 
Disease and mastitis. The state 
lags behind many others in this 
work because of the heavy loss sus- 
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tained when a. number of reactors 
in a herd have to be replaced with 
cows that are necessarily high in 
price because they must be brought 
in from long distances. Dr. Mc- 
Neil thinks that the governments’ 
maximum allowance of fifty dollars 
for pure breds and twenty or twen- 
ty-five for grades is probably fair 
for certain western and southern 
states but not for New Jersey. He 
mentioned the calfhood vaccina- 
tion for Bang’s Disease which is 
being given a trial. Hope was ex- 
pressed that it might in time prove 
effectual. The work has not yet 
progressed far enough to permit 
definite conclusions. 


William B. Duryea, secretary of 
the department of agriculture, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the milk 
control board should be an arbitra- 
tion body instead of a price fixing 
organization and he asked the sup- 
port of the breeders in further work 
having to do with the stabilizing 
of milk marketing in the New Jer- 
sey area. 


Dr. James E. Russell, past presi- 
dent, a present trustee of the Asso- 
ciation and a member of the state 
board of health, when called on for 
some remarks revealed that a con- 
siderable amount of misbranding 
was being practiced in the milk 
business. He stated that the label 
of ‘‘Guernsey” is used for trade 
advantage and is being placed on 
milk that does not qualify. Dr. 
Russell appealed for vigilance and 
cooperation in order to protect the 
honest producer and distributor. 
Long an apostle of quality, he re- 
minded fellow members that it af- 
fords the best possible means of 
market protection. 


Banquet Held 


digs banquet held after the annual 
meeting was attended by 129 
members and guests with President 
Henry W. Leeds in the role of toast- 
master. He is a pastmaster in the 
art of repartee, but serious when the 
occasion demandsit. Following the 
invocation by Henry W. Miller, 
Senator A. Crozier Reeves of Tren- 
ton spoke pointedly of legislative 
problems, particularly those relat- 
ing to governmental economy. He 
urged all to take an active interest 
in studying the needs of institu- 
tions performing a service to agri- 
culture. He favored strict econo- 
my, but warned against the false 
temporary type which might prove 
a boomerang in later years. 

J. Elliott Hall, who was next in- 
troduced, spoke of the friendly 
rivalry of the veteran showmen, 
Joseph Broadhurst and Arthur 
Klussendorf, and presented to the 
former a large box of roses for Mrs. 
Broadhurst in honor of the arrival 
of their first son. This same event 
had occurred at the Klussendorf 
home exactly a year before. 


Karl B. Musser, secretary of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
came down from New Hampshire 
and made the best speech that 
Jerseyites have heard him give-to 
date. He complimented the offic- 
ers and members on their achieve- 
ments for 1935 and brought from 
headquarters a report of growing 
registrations and sales and general 
countrywide progress for the breed. 
Mr. Musser eloquently emphasized 
the part that the personal factor 
plays in any worth while endeavor, 
whether it be in the making of a 
high herd average of production, a 
single good official record, a success- 
ful show season or the conduct of a 
breed association program. His

It was undoubtedly through 
Shorewood Reliance 88137 that the 
Lynbrook herd inherited such re- 
markably strong udders and heavy 
production.

A short history of the herd is of 
interest at this time for it has been 
developed over quite a number of 
years. After the dispersal sale sev- 
eral years ago a new herd was 
founded with seven blemished cows 


and seven young heifers. Out of 
this foundation has come the pres- 
ent herd at Lynbrook. It was 
necessary to have a bull to follow 
Shorewood Reliance 88137 so Mr. 
Lindsay turned to Mr. Atwood’s 
herd and secured the young bull, 
Orchard View Reliance 143411, by 
the former herd sire at Lynbrook, 
as well as three of his daughters. 

Two sons of “Reliance”’ are now 
in active service. One, Frankland 
Cherry-Reliance 216272, in the herd 
of J. Howard Leman, is siring some 
very good animals, and the other, 
Lynbrook Reliance’s Jerry 210335, 
has become the herd sire at Lyn- 
brook. This bull is a full brother 
to Lynbrook Milkyway 394108, 
the world champion in classes E and 
EE. 

“‘Jerry’’ was sired by ‘ Reliance” 
and out of Lynbrook Starlight 
235674 that has a record of 10222.1 
pounds of milk and 557.3 pounds of 
butter fat in class C. She is now 
on retest and has made 12336.3 
pounds of milk and 632.94 pounds 
of butter fat in class A in 279 days. 

Much credit should be given to 
M. W. Bogert, manager of Lyn- 
brook Farm, for his help in develop- 
ing the herd and “ Yancey.”

Hind declared the cattle are from 
the same stock as American cows 
and steers and that adoption of 
similar methods on the mainland 
would mean ‘“‘a tremendous saving 
of life in drought periods.”’

Pennsylvania Annual Meeting 


HE annual meeting of the 
Pennsylvania Guernsey Breed- 
ers Association was held at the 
Farm Products Show on January 22. 
Reports of the Farm Show, Milk 
Sales and Cattle Sales committees 
were given. The Farm Show com- 
mittee reported that they had tried 
to encourage the administration to 
enlarge the building for additional 
entries. The Cattle Sales com- 
mittee reported that after a survey 
of conditions in Pennsylvania and 
the difficulty to secure the right 
kind of animals it was impractical to 
hold a sale last year. However, 
they are making plans toward a fall 
sale. An excellent report was 
represented by the milk committee 
in which they showed a total volume 
of milk sold under the National 
Trademark of 4,144,056 quarts, or 
a gain of 13.5 per cent over 1934. 
R. C. Wiggins, field secretary, 
presented the following report to the 
Association: 


To THE MEMBERS OF THE PENNSYL- 
VANIA GUERNSEY BREEDERS 
ASSOCIATION: 


A treasurer of the Revolving 
fund of your organization, your 
Field Secretary received during the 
year $12,746.54 from the General 
Fund on orders signed by the 
President and Secretary. Of this 
amount $12,731.05 was spent ac- 
cording to your auditor’s report,

leaving a balance at the close of the 
year of $15.49 in the Revolving 
Fund. 

Since assuming the duties of Field 
Secretary of your _ association, 
February 15, 1935, I have travelled 
24,335 miles by automobile and 
1,500 miles by train. Thirty meet- 
ings, fourteen conferences, sixteen 
fairs and picnics, and seven cattle 
sales were attended during the year. 
Two hundred and seventy visits 
were made with producers and dis- 
tributors of “GOLDEN GUERNSEY” 
trademark milk, while fifty-four 
calls were made upon agricultural 
extension representatives of State 
College. 

Your Field Secretary spent 103 
days in the office where twenty-two 
pages of news material for the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, thirty- 
eight advertisements and a number 
of news articles for newspapers 
were prepared. Fifty-one prospec- 
tive buyers were furnished informa- 
tion relative to Guernsey cattle for 
sale. Our stenographer and book- 
keeper, Miss Mae E. Wynn, ad- 
dressed 13,125 pieces of mail since 
February 15 and kept the records of 
our association in a very neat and 
efficient manner. 

Milk sales passed the four million 
mark during 1935 for the first time, 
with a total equivalent of 4,144,056 
as against 3,650,912 quarts in 1934 
—a gain of 13.5 per cent over 1934 
sales. This additional business was 
largely due to increased sales by 
former distributors and not to new 
distributors. Most of our new dis- 
tributors started too late in the year 
to greatly influence total sales. 
Gains varied from an increase of 
105 per cent by Meyers Dairies, to 
a loss of thirty-three per cent by 
Penn Dairies of Lancaster. Other 
distributors and producer-distribu- 
tors deserve mention because of 
large increases over 1934 sales. They 
are as follows: George C. Klauder, 
Penllyn, with an increase of thirty 
seven per cent; Farmhill, Sewick- 
ley, with an increase of thirty-five 
per cent; St. Lawrence Dairies, 
Reading, with an increase of thirty- 
five per cent; Caum Ice Cream Co., 
Altoona, with an increase of thirty- 
three per cent; J. W. M. Gruber & 
Son, Shippenville, with an increase 
of thirty-three per cent; Esco 
Farms, West Chester, with an in- 
crease of twenty-four per cent; Ideal 
Farms, Bradford, with an increase 


of twenty-three per cent. Wil- 
liamsport Milk Products Co., with 
an increase of twenty-two per cent; 
Howard B. Bomberger, Lebanon, 
with an increase of fifteen per cent; 
York Sanitary Milk Co., York, 
with an increase of thirteen per cent; 
Fairview Farms, Cornwall, with an 
increase of thirteen per cent; Gwynl-. 
lan Farms, Gwynedd Valley, with an 
increase of twelve per cent; Ralph E. 
Flinn, Pittsburgh, with an increase 
of twelve per cent; Brookmead 
Guernsey Dairies, Wayne, with an in- 
crease of ten per cent. Distributors 
and producer-distributors showing 
a decrease are: Penn Dairies, Lan- 
caster, 32.7 per cent; Pennsylvania 
Milk Products Corporation, Harris- 
burg, ten per cent; Webster Griffith 
Estate, Ebensburg, six per cent; Hill 
Girt Farm, Chadds Ford, three per 
cent. Glendale Farms, Inc., Wilkes- 
Barre, send us the largest royalty 
check each month with Brookmead 
Guernsey Dairies, Wayne, second, 
St. Lawrence Dairies, Reading, third, 
and Pennsylvania Milk Products 
Corporation, Harrisburg, a close 
fourth. 

During the past year, $1,243.58 
was spent in advertising as against 
$703.14 the previous year. These 
totals include Farm show expenses. 
I believe that a large part of the 
increase in business has been 
brought about by this additional 
advertising. The most outstanding 
advertising done in Pennsylvania 
during the past year was by Sunny 
Mead Dairy Farms, Altoona, when 
Mrs. Suzanne Caum brought the 
Byrd Expedition exhibit to their 
farm near Altoona. Although this 
was the first showing of the exhibit 
and the weather was unfavorable, 
several thousand people visited the 
farm during the two days. Both E. 
W. Bunce, advertising manager of 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., and Edgar 
Cox accompanied the exhibit. 

There has been additional expense 
the past year for office help, supplies, 
equipment and for directors’ ex- 
penses. As your Field secretary, I 
feel that all these additional ex- 
penses were justified and have 
added materially in securing added 
milk sales and services. 

The association automobile was 
operated during the past year at 
a cost of $624.57. Allowing for a 
depreciation of $225, which would 
replace the car today with a new 
one, your mileage cost for operation

was three and one-half cents per mile. 

Although your association showed 
an increase of 13.5 per cent in milk 
sales during the past year, five per 
cent increase in membership, and 
returned twenty-five per cent of the 
subscriptions paid to start the 
organization, it must be admitted 
that we are serving and receiving the 
support of only a very small per- 
centage of the Pennsylvania owners 
of registered Guernseys. What we 
need is more producers of trade- 
mark milk. The more milk we 
market under the trademark, the 
easier it will be to sell ‘‘GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY” trademark milk at a 
premium in competition with ordi- 
nary milk. More large distributors, 
like Glendale Farms of Scranton 
and Wilkes-Barre, would help a 
large number of Guernsey milk 
producers who wholesale their milk. 

We also need more county asso- 
ciations and more members in our 
state association. We should have 
at least 500 members, when it is 
possible to belong to the state 
association for two dollars a year. 
I believe our dues are lower than 
those of any of our bordering states. 

More Guernsey owners should be 
subscribing to the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal. According to records 
in our National Office, Pennsylvania 
is surpassed by New York State in 
the percentage of Guernsey owners 
subscribing to our official publica- 
tion. Your Field Secretary also 
believes that more of our owners of 
registered Guernseys should be test- 
ing their herds under the Guernsey 
Herd Improvement Plan, since we 
believe that this is the cheapest, 
surest and most practical way to 
improve any dairy herd. 

I wish to thank the members of 
our Board of Directors and the 
members, distributors, producer-dis- 
tributors, and producers who have 
so splendidly cooperated and who 
have contributed so much to the 
success of the association during the 
past year. 

At the election of new directors, 
C. E. Dietrich of Bristol, Pennsyl- 
vania, was named to succeed Wil- 
liam F. Fretz; Harry M. Pate of 
Chadds Ford Junction to succeed 
Benjamin G. Bushong; Warren F. 
Whittier of Douglassville, to succeed 
Harold M. Leinbach, and Harold 
H. Hayman, Stillwater, to succeed 
Samuel Yost. 

Annual Banquet 
‘EVEN years ago there were less 
breeders attending the annual 
banquet of the Pennsylvania Guern- 
sey Breeders Association than were 
turned away at the affair held on 
Tuesday evening, January 21. Ar- 
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rangements had been made to take 
care of over 200 at the Penn-Harris 
Hotel. When every available space 
was filled there were some thirty or 
more who had to go elsewhere te 
dine. The banquet was one of the 
most enthusiastic events held in the 
State. 

George C. Klauder of Valley- 
wood Farms, Penllyn, Pennsyl- 
vania, acted as toastmaster, while 
the Clarion County 4-H calf club 
members were invited as official 
guests. Many prominent breeders 
from all over the country were in- 
troduced. 

The speakers of the evening in- 
cluded Karl B. Musser, secretary of 
The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, who gave an excellent review 
of breed activities, summing up the 
advance work being carried on 
through experiment stations, color, 
feeding and testing. William F. 
Fretz of Pipersville, Pennsylvania, 
talked on suggestions for Pennsyl- 
vania Guernsey breeders during 
1936. C. R. Gearhart of the Dairy 
Extension Department of the 
Pennsylvania State College, com- 
pared the testing that is being 
carried on in Denmark and Ger- 
many with that in Pennsylvania. 
Germany has recently passed a law 
that all dairy herds in the country 
must be put on test, while Den- 
mark, though smaller than the State 
of Pennsylvania, has 723,000 cows 
on test. In the State of Penn- 
sylvania only 7.9 per cent of the 
herds with eleven cows or more are 
on test. 

An excellent paper on ‘‘GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY” trademark milk was 
given by William P. Sick of Du- 
shore, Pennsylvania. The program 
was closed by Lloyd Burlingham, 
secretary of the National Dairy 
Association, who complimented the 
Guernsey breeders on their excellent 
organization and invited all to 
attend the National Dairy Show at 
Dallas, Texas.

comments on the research work thus 
far conducted on milk color by in- 
dividuals and agencies in different 
states were highly laudatory. 

An address was next given by Dr. 
John J. George, Professor of Politi- 
eal Science at Rutgers University, 
who spoke on the subject, ‘‘ The 
Farmer in Polities.”” He traced 
the path of political strength and 
action of the farmer across the 
pages of American history from the 


days of Washington down to the 
present. Urban and rural interests 
have been clashing for many years. 
Legislation favoring industrialists 
has usually been inimical to the 
farmer’s welfare. The growing 
change in agricultural strength in 
the House of Representatives and 
the United States Senate and the 
reasons for it were interestingly 
portrayed by the speaker. When 
the question and answer period was 
reached the subjects of tariff and 
production control policies precipi- 
tated an argument instead of a dis- 
cussion.

The Gleason herd, which now 
consists of eight pure bred Guernsey 
cows, showed an average of 10467.5 
pounds of milk and 544.7 pounds of 
butter fat last year. There are 
few herds in America (even with as 
few as eight cows) that would aver- 
age more than this. 

Mr. Gleason’s herd is not only 
made up of high-average producers, 
but is of uniformly good type, with 
plenty of size and scale, nice tops, 
pleasing rumps, and the cows swing- 
ing large, capacious, well-shaped 
udders. 

Mr. Gleason is a community 
builder who is interested in his 
neighbors’ progress. He has been 
untiring in his efforts to keep the 
better bulls in use in Berrien Coun- 
ty, and has willingly allowed his 
neighbors to use his sires. His 
efforts, along with J. C. Hollenbeck, 
Earl Hemingway, and a few others, 
have helped to give to Berrien Coun- 
ty a large number of the very finest 
Guernseys that can be found any- 
where.

times four times a season when well 
established. It should never be 
cut after September 15. This latter 
growth is needed for a winter pro- 
tection. Alfalfa should never be 
cut too close to the ground. Leave 
at least a two inch stubble. This 
gives the plant a chance to grow 
again vigorously. An acre of alfalfa 
yields three times as much protein as 
clover, nine times as much as timo- 
thy and twelve times as much as 
brome grass. It pays to use hay 
caps. 

In the discussion following the 
presentation of the address, F. 
Rietbrock said a western alfalfa 
grower had informed him that the 
turning of the lower leaves to a 
yellow color was a surer sign of the 
time to cut alfalfa than the 1-10 
to 1-5 blossoming, as is recom- 
mended. Mrs. Lehman suggested

What The Older Breeder Owes 


The Beginner 


A UNIQUE and particularly appro- 
priate subject to be discussed 
at a breeders meeting was ‘‘ What 
the Older Breeder Owes the Be- 
ginner,” by Richard Rowland of 
Waukesha. His address follows: 

In discussing this subject, possi- 
bly the first question that will arise 
with many of us is why the older 
breeder owes the beginner any- 
thing. Why should the man who is 
nearing the zenith of his ambition, 
who has seemingly a never ending 
demand for his cattle, the fruit of 
whose labor, skill and watchfulness 
have traveled the land from east to 
west and have year after year re- 
turned laden with the decorations 
of the show ring, tire himself and 
lose valuable time in showing cour- 
tesies to a man who has possibly 
not yet reached the first round of 
the ladder? 

But different as the position of 
these two men may seem, there is an 
indefinite relationship between the 
two. Their interest lies in the same 
channel, their hope and their efforts 
are for the success of their chosen 
breed, to which choice the older 
breeder is indebted for his livelihood 
and whatever fame or pleasure he 
may have gained through skillful 
management. It is also the step- 
ping stone by which the younger 
breeder hopes to make his life work 
a success. Therefore, if the older 
breeder owed it nothing else, he 
certainly owes it to the breed to 
treat the beginner with all due re- 
spect. 

Another important phase of the 
question is that the success of every 
breed rests not alone on the leader- 
ship, essential as that is, of a few 
older members of the club, but it 
must have a strong following. There 
must be solid men in the ranks. 
Like every other organization its 
success rests on the unit, and the

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more units that can be gathered 
together in all the stages of advance- 
ment and bound together with all 
ties of honest friendship, the more 
concentrated can be its efforts; 
consequently, the more effective 
and far-reaching will be the work of 
the Club. This will be to the in- 
terest of the old breeder as well as 
the beginner. 

It is to the interest of the old 
breeder to give as much encourage- 
ment and enthusiasm to the begin- 
ner as possible, providing he gives 
it conscientiously and not from a 
selfish standpoint. The more 
numerous the beginners, and the 
greater their zeal for the Guernsey 
breed the more ready market and

stronger demand for the product 
of the older breeder. 

Having shown the relationship 
between the two classes of breeders 
and that each is necessary to the 
success of the other, and both for 
the preservation and building up 
of their chosen breed, there must 
be certain duties that are expected 
and due each other. I think that 
the first thing that the older breeder 
owes the beginner is honesty— 
strict honesty. There is nothing 
that the beginner craves more than 
honesty, and nothing that will drive 
him to discouragement and out of 
the business sooner than some dis- 
honest trick by which he is enticed 
to put hard earned money into mis-

represented goods. 

The man who is buying registered 
stock has, you may be sure, spent 
many a long hour thinking hard on 
the venture. He knows he is run- 
ning a risk even though he deals 
with reliable parties. There are 
many ways by which they may be a 
total loss to him. But if he is a 
beginner of which the organization 
will sometime be proud, he will sur- 
vive a loss of that kind with reason- 
able composure, and will rally with 
still more determination to win. If 
he be tricked by some supposedly 
reliable breeder, however, into put- 
ting money in well nigh worthless 
stock, he finds he has built his 
foundation on sand, when it was 
represented to be rock, and it will 


fade away just when his hopes are 
the highest. Such a misfortune will 
drive out every atom of ambition 
to make another venture. I once 
heard of a certain breeder, unknown 
to me, who sold a party a bunch of 
grade cows, a pure bred bull and 
one or two pure bred heifers, and 
represented to them that after five 
crosses the progeny of the grades 
could be registered. The result was 
that when they found he had lied to 
them they became discouraged and 
quit registering even what could 
be recorded. Naturally, a man who 
has been the victim of such a deal 
would not hesitate to use his influ- 
ence against the inclinations any 
others may have for breeding pure 
bred cattle. The old fawn and 
white will never rise higher in the 
estimation of American agricul- 
turists than honesty and integrity 
will place her. 

The lines of breeding and different 
families are also, as a rule, a source 
of great tangle for the beginner. 
Here is another opportunity for the 
old breeder to give invaluable aid.

He has lived among and familiarized 
himself with the names and merits 
of the different families. He should 
be willing to give the beginner much 
valuable information or direct him 
as to the source where he may find 
it, that he may be able to make 
wiser selections, and that he may 
have a better chance of breeding 
good cattle. The more cattle that 
can be bred, no matter by whom, 
the better for every owner of 
Guernsey cattle. I know from my 
own experience that I have bene- 
fitted much by the assistance of the 
older breeder. 


Another thing that all breeders 
should pay particular attention to 
is the general health of their cattle. 
The dreaded disease, tuberculosis, 
is making such depredations among 
stock that it is a source of much 
anxiety on the part of the beginner, 
even though when purchased the 
cattle are in perfect condition, as 
the breeder does not absolutely 
know it himself. Hence, the im- 
portance of the tuberculin test in 
every herd. No sales should be 
allowed without it. On this point 
every breeder should be ready to 
guarantee satisfaction. 


We as beginners have every 
reason to feel proud of the Guernsey 
and grateful to the older breeder 
for building up this organization. 

F. Rietbrock said: ‘‘It is the duty 
of the old breeder to labor with the 
young breeder and tell him how to 
make the cow profitable. When 
he does this he increases his con- 
sideration for her. The older breed- 
er owes honesty to the younger 
breeder, himself and everybody, 
but to himself mostly because it is 
honesty which gives him a standing 
that will let him get ahead in the 
world. There is no place where 
honesty will tell so much as in the 
handling of the stock question.” 
He also emphasized the fact that 
breeders must test for tuberculosis 
and do all in their power to eradicate 
it. Concluding, he said, ‘‘I believe 
that as far as the Guernsey fraternity 
is concerned they are as friendly 
among themselves and as ready to 
give helpful suggestions to their 
brothers as any people I have ever 
met with.” 

Charles L. Hill said, ‘‘We owe 
younger breeders much along the 
line of information regarding lines 
of breeding.”’ 

President M. D. Cunningham 
suggested that the herds should be 
tested as a matter of business. 

Dr. T. W. Brophy and C. H. 
Besly also urged the association to 
take active measures for the stamp- 
ing out of tuberculosis.
